Should additional presentation time be necessary, a written request must be
submitted to Planning staff, including the basis for the request, no less than eight (8) days prior to the Board
meeting. Staff will confer with the Board Chair and the request for additional time will be included in the staff
report. Additional time may be allowed by the Chair.

o  Staff presentation with summary of letters received (when applicable).

e Questions to staff from Board.

e Public Hearing — testimony from the public.

--Representative of Associations and Groups - 5 minutes
--Individuals - 3 minutes
Additional time may be granted by the Chair upon request. Requests should be made as soon as is practical.

e Board discussion — questions to applicants/agents and staff by the Board

e Final comments from the applicant or agent.

e  Public Hearing closed. (No further public comment unless specifically requested by a Board member.)

e Return to the Board for final comments, motion, second and vote. All motions are stated in the positive and
include all staff recommendations, unless otherwise noted. A simple majority vote is required.
